Sunday afternoon the Good children 


were playing in the road near theii 
•home and wandering into the neigh- 
bor ID g wood. They failed to return tc 
supper, and could not be found by 
their parents. 
At dark a searching 


party was organized and the search 
continued throughout the night, but 
no trace of the little ones was found 
until S o'clock Monday morning, when 
a party found the bodies in a brush 
heap forty rods from the road, and.less 
than a mile from their home. 


The little girl's head was pounded to 


n pulp, her throat cut. and she had 
been disemboweled. The little boy's 
head was nearly severed from his body, 
which was terribly mangled. 
The 


sijrht was a most revolting one, and j 
caused the men of the party to go mad | 
with rage. The little bodies had been 
tied together with a tarred rope and j 
thrown into the brush, which had af- 
terward been fired, but owing to a 
heavy rain, was too damp to burn, and 
only bhickcucd the mangled bodies. 


There was but one theory advanced 


as to the cause for the crime, and that 
was thr.t the little girl had been as- 
saulted and then murdered and her 
companion killed to prevent him tell- 
ing the awful talp. 


The examination by the coroner 


proved the girl had also been out- 
raged. 


-About five hundred persons visited 


the scene of the murder Monday "morn- 
ing and scarcely a man turned his back 
unon the revolting sight but that he 
signified his willingness to assist in 
meeting out swift and terrible punish- 
ment to the guilty ones, if found.

Monday evening he started for 
Paris to seek interviews with M. Hano- 
taux, minister" of foreign affairs, and 
President Casimir-Perier." 


The Graphic has this dispatch from 


Borne: "According to a telegram from- 
Pelrin, China is disposed to conclude 
peace upon the basis of the acknowl- 
edgment of Corea's independence, and 
the payment of an indemnity to be 
fixed by the powers. The powers who 
are willing to support this arrange- 
ment are requested to intervene." 


Several other London papers report 


information to the effect that China 
has made overtures of peace. 


If the truth could be told about the 


British relations in China, and her at- 
titude toward 
tHe present war, a 


strange story would be revealed. It is 
becoming apparent that China relied 
upon Great Britain to prevent this or 
any other war which threatened her. 
It is to the failure of this reliance and 
the failure of British attempts to cheek 
the war after hostilities began that 
the present panic and helplessnes of 
the Chinese government is mainly due. 
The anger and terror of China are so 
great that she seems almost on the 
point of openly accusing Great Britain 
of perfidy. 


It was also made plain Monday that 


the British government feels the em- 
barrassment of its situation so much 
that it is again preparing to interfere 
between tie belligerents. Sir Halli- 
day McCartney. English secretary of 
the Chinese legation, who is really 
China's most trusted representative in 
this country, Monday criticised the 
Rosebery government in extraordinary 
language. He said: 


"It must be admitted that England 


had considerable interest to prevent 
this war, and after it began to stop it. 
Lord Eosebery has let the chances of 
effective interference in the interest of 
peace slip in a manner altogether in- 
comprehensible. When Japan imposed 
twenty-five reforms on Corea. Lcrd 
Rosebery confined the exercise of his 
good office to a platonic sort of -media- 
tion. What was wanted was a strong 
remonstrance, coupled with an intima- 
tion that if the preposterous demands 
led to war with China, Great Britain 
would not remain neutral." 


McCartney discusses the Kow Shiug 


incident in strong language, saying 
that Japan wrote her declaiation of 
war upon the bows of a neutral ship, 
continuing: "This was another oppor- 
tunity which Lord Rosebery let slip, 
and for the second time under his gov- 
ernment Great Britain allowed her flag 
to be insulted with impunity. The in- 
cident of the Bay Siam was a warning 
to the peoples of the east: the sinking 
of tile Kow Ching will be a second les- 
son establishing the fact that the Brit- 
ish flag- under the present government 
may be treated as a quantity neglige- 
able." 


McCartney criticises Roseberv's -in- 


terference, when finally made, as fill- 
timed, unprecedented and unauthor- 
ized. 
At that moment no Japanese 


soldier was upon Chinese soil, and 
McCartney sarcastically observed that 
it would be interesting to learn the 
grounds on which the premier based 
his proposal, and equally interesting 
the answer which he received from 
533^ Germany! In conchision he says: 
"Whatever the issue of the war, Eng- 
land will have to pay. That is. China 
will recompense herself by imposing 
proportionate duties 
upon foreign 


goods, and as the trade of China is, to 
a great extent, in the hands of British 
merchants, Great Britain will be the 
sufferer."

Librarian Spofford'a Devices for Serving

- WA/SHIXGTOX, Nov. 6.—The plans of 
Librarian Spofford and Superintendent 
Green of the new congressional library^ 
building include an ingenious device 
for supplying books to the capitol.

Convivial Caledonia'* Ourloa* Inn* »ad 
Hotel* and Somo Fact* About Them. 
Robert Kempt has gathered-together 


many Interesting historical items and 
quaint anecdotes about the inns and 
hotels of Scotland, says the Caterer. It 
must be confessed the historical side 
begins very late, for in olden days inns 
were practically unknown over the 
border, travelers being received in pri- 
vate houses as guests. Consequently 
there is no record of such ancient Lon- 
don, hostelries as the Tabard, in South- 
wark; the Mermaid, in Bread street, or 
tho Blue Boar, in Eastcheap, When 
Defoe went to Scotland he had difficul- 
ty in finding an iun at Aberdeen, and 
this In spite of a royal edict issued by 
James I. in 1424, to the effect that in al 
borough towns where there was con 
siderable traffic, hostelries should bo 
established, but these institutions did 
not flourish till very much later. Mr. 
Kempt gives some amusing informa- 
tion as to the pains and penalties en- 
acted in the fifteenth and seventeenth 
centuries regarding the hours of clos- 
ing, drunkenness, etc. 
The inns of 


Aberdeen are accorded a whole chap- 
ter, for there is much to say about those 
of the last century. They practically 
formed open •lubs for the wits and 
learned men of the hospitable city. 
Over very modest repasts and potations;, 


" symposia were held; the philoso- 


phers lived low, but thought and spoke 
high. 


Dr. Johnson seems to have appreci- 


ated tho Aberdeen inns; he found 
them almost as congenial as his haunts 
In Fleet street, and certainly far bet- 
ter than the Scottish houses of enter- 
tainment.

tlemen, used to make parties at one of 
the taverns in "Auld Reekie," there to 
partake of oysters and porter, ending 
up with brandy and rum punch, with 
songs and dancing. Some of these old 
Aberdeenian and Edinburgh inns were 
the ancient houses of noble families, 
great rambling buildings, with many 
rooms, some of remarkably fine pro- 
portions.

While in the public mind the great 


vine at Hampton Court palace is es- 
teemed the most remarkable, even that 
is excelled in dimensions by the still 
greater vine s'i Cumberland lodge, 
Windsor Park, says the London Daily 
Newa 
Not only these giants, but 


probably all other vines in the kingdom, 
have_tog3ve place for extent and pro- 
ductiveness to that most remarkable 
vine wh ich is just at the present moment 
carrying the enormous quantity of 
eight hundred and fifty-two bunches 
and a total weight materially exceed- 
ing half a ton. 


This is growing at Manresa house, 


Roehampton, in a vinery two hundred 
and twenty-four feet long by eleven 
feet wide. The vine was planted by 
the present gardener, Mr. Davis, as a 
cutting, onto a wall outside more than 
thirty years ago. But finding thnt in 
the natural soil such capital growth 
was made, the present house was 
specially built for its accommodation, 
BO that now the vine and its main stems 
stand partly across the house, just two- 
thirds up its length. There are seven 
main rods or branches running hori- 
zontally each way. These are allowed 
to carry laterals, or fruiting shoots, on 
the upper sides only, so that the grapes, 
now fast becoming black (for the va- 
riety is the black Hamburg), hang the 
entire length of the roof in straight, 
even lines, instead of up the roof, as is 
commonly the case. Over two thou- 
sand bunches were cut after they had 
set. The value of the crop, estimated 
at two shillings per pound—which is, 
as good grapes go, perhaps not a high 
figure — would be one hundred and 
twelve pounds sterling.

charges filed against Arthur McFar- 
land by Frank Sanders, a colored gen 
tleinan in the employ of Hon. W. A, 
Hutchins. 


The case has attracted considerable 


attention and the lobby of the counci 
chamber was filled with a curious crowd 
expecting to be hugely entertained by 
the facts brought out during the pro 
gress of the trial. 
Of these spectators 


a large percentage 
were 
colored— 


friends of the accuser and the accused 
It is an open secret that Mayor Hall in 
making the appointment of McFarland 
as policeman disregarded the wishes o 
Councilman Ross and a large number 
of colored Republicans, and a desire to 
see McFarland hauled over the coal 
may have been the cause of the large 
attendance of colored men>. 


Of the coxmcilmen there were presen 


Messrs. Adams, Doty, Neill, Stevens 
Ross, Turley, Wall, Goodman, Krickei 
and Riclonour. Immediately after the 
roll was called Mr. Tin-ley, chairman 
of the committee on police and mar- 
kets, stated that his committee had 
made an examination into the charges 
filed against McFarland and that a ma 
jority of 
the committee considerec 


them worthy of consideration, and 
therefore had called the meeting of 
council. The committee had notifies 
McFarland and Sanders, the accuser 
and accused respectively, in order that 
they might secure such witnesses as 
they desired. 


On motion of Mr. Doty, Officer Me 


Farland was arraigned before council, 
aud Clerk Thompson read the charges 
which had been filed by Sanders, ac- 
cusing McFarland of unlawfully arrest- 
ing him, Sanders, of overbearing and 
iusolent conduct, especially to colored 
people, and of being generally unfit to 
be au officer. 


"Do you plead guilty or not guilty,1 


asked President Ridenour in a severe 
tone. 


"Not guilty," promptly replied Mc- 


Farland. 


Mr. Farnham, who had been engaged 


by McFarland to defend him, here 
asked that the case be continued, stat- 
ing that he had only been called into 
consultation that afternoon and had 
not had time to examine into the facts 
of the case. 


Sanders was represented by Hon. 


Theodore K. Funk and his employer, 
Mr. Hutchins. 


Mr. Hutchins said that he did not 


object to any continuance..?. The com- 
plainant had lived with him 21 years and 
so far hu had found him to be a good, 
reliable, honest man. He did not want 
tlie investigation to be any child's 
play. If his man Sanders was wrong 
he wanted to know it. It was his duty 
to stand by him, nnd he intended to do 
it. 
He did not object to the continu- 


ance of the case, but he did want 
council to feel that it was called upon 
to exercise its conscientious judgment 
in the matter. 
The-accuser was a col- 


ored man but he was entitled to his 
rights.

Mr. Farnham suggested that the ac- 


cused was a colored man, too, and had 
rights. 


Aficr some discussion among counsel

Mr. Krieker thought some council- 


men were shirkingatheir duty and were 
absent from the meeting on purpose 
and he suggested that any member 
who was absent at the time of the in- 
vestigation unless he satisfactorily ex- 
plains his absence be fined SI in accord- 
ance with council rules. He knew it 
was not pleasant for councilmen to in- 
vestigate tht charges and act as jury- 


men, 
but it was their duty, and it
